Stings for Rheumatism. 

The Auklancl (New Zealand) News 
noting the fact that certain medical 
men have declared that ,bee stings 
were a useful remedy for rheumatism, 
because of the formic acid they con¬ 
tain, gives the following plan for se¬ 
curing the stings: 

Knowing that the honey bee hates 
the odor of rubber, the expert hangs 
hear the hives a rubber blanket. This' 
Infuriates the bees, and they all rush 
at the blanket and sting it, leaving 
their stings in the rubber. Any one 
wishing to try this remedy for him¬ 
self, can obtain one hundred bee 
stings and put them into two ounces 
of alcohol. Let them stand three or 
four days, occasionally shaking. The 
clear part should then be carefully 
poured off. Ten drops, three times a 
day, for an adult would be the proper 
dose. 

When the Thunder Rolls. 

Excellent authorities agree that in 
a thunder-storm the middle of a room 
is much the safest place in a house. 
A carpet floor or one covered by a 
heavy thick rug is better to stand on 
tnan bare wood. It is well to keep 
away from chimneys and out of cel¬ 
lars. In the open air tall trees are 
dangerous, A person sheltered un¬ 
der a low tree or shrub 30 or 40 feet j 
from a large and lofty tree is quite 
safe. If lightning Strikes in the Im¬ 
mediate vicinity it will hit the high 
tree as a rule, with few exceptions. 
Water is a very good conductor, and 
it is well to avoid the banks or of 
streams in a violent thunder-storm.-—

ABOUT AUTUMN CHICKENS. 


Better Feathered and Stronger When 
Cold Weather Arrives. 

Raising fall chickens, to some ex¬ 
tent, is a pretty general custom, and 
a good one, too, we think. But, our 
observation is, that as a rule they 
are started too ,1 ate in the season— 
the setting of bens, we mean. For, 
like spring hatches, the earlier ones 
are the best. 

Most people wait until September 
to set fall eggs, when J.he best tlm* 
i@ six weeks earlier. In fact, the 
chicks that come out between the 
twenty-fifth of July and the first of 
September make the best progress, 
the most rapid and the largest 
growth. Last year we < set" eggs 
from the first of July until the first 
of October with a view of raising 
late chickens; and the truth is, that, 
while the July and early August 
hatched chickens, size up in weight, 
etc., almost with the spring hatched, 
and are . still developing, those that 
were hatched in September and Oc¬ 
tober are noticeably smaller—the 
eggs from the pullets being decid¬ 
edly under sized. Plumage plays 
an important part in the matter of 
growth with the late hatched chick¬ 
en, and the chick that comes out 
early enough to get a fairly good 
coating of feathers while th'e 
weather is still mild, will continue 
an uninterrupted growth during the 
winter; while those that are hatched 
so late as to he still unfeathered 
when the chilly blasts begin to blow 
will, still be undeveloped when the 
spring shall have come again, for it 
Is certainly uphill business for an 
illy-feathered chicken to make 
rapid growth In cold weather. 

In view of these facta, we advo¬ 
cate early autumn and fall hatching, 
for one early August brood is really 
worth two hatched as late as Octo¬ 
ber. Another thought, the person 
who aspires to raise chickens for 
market now, should hatch them off 
as soon as possible. It is possible 
to begin now and raise a number of 
late chickens -up to the frying size, 
and market them long before the 
season is entirely gone. Hatched by 
the middle of August, or first of 
September, they would have eight 
to ten weeks in which to grow while 
It should he mild and pleasant. In¬ 
deed, as we view it, based upon past 
experience, now is an auspicious 
time In which to hatch and develop 
early autumn chickens, either for 
market, or for utility at home.—H. 
B. Geer. 

Laying Soft Shelled Eggs. 

Two principal causes may be as¬ 
signed why some hens lay eggs \ 1th 
soft shells. Internal weakness is 
generally caused by too rapid pro¬ 
duction, or something may be wrong 
with the feeding, by reason of which 
the bird gets an insufficient supply 
of lime for shell formation. Of 
course a third reason is to be found 
In accidents or sudden fright. A 
hen will often be made to lay a soft 
shelled egg by falling from a perch, 
or by being chased about by a dog. 
With regard to hens which regular¬ 
ly and systemlcally lay soft shelled 
eggs, we shall generally And that 
they belong to the very prolific va¬ 
rieties, for it is rarely that a hen be¬ 
longing to the Asiatic breeds suffers 
from this complaint or habit. It is 
easy to understand how a bird that 
lays eggB day after day exhausts the 
supply of lime in her blood, or goes 
on producing eggs so rapidly that 
there is no time for the proper depo¬ 
sition of lime in the oviduct. 


Orate Feeding Chickens. 

Orate feeding chickens is a sim¬ 
ple business that can he conducted 
successfully by any poultryman, far¬ 
mer or packing house in the United 
States. It Is the most positive 
money making branch of the poul¬ 
try business. The chickens are 
placed in the crates at an age when 
loss by disease is practically un¬ 
known. They are fed an economi¬ 
cal and properly balanced ration. 
They are not permitted to exercise 
—each chicken has just sufficient 
room in the crate to stand up and 
sit down. As a natural result the 
food consumed is used in the for- 
matipn of the highest quality of 
edible flesh and is not required to 
repair muscular tissue, Such high 
quality flesh was never before 
known in our country, but for some 
Reason It will be a good many years 
before our Colorado people are 
ready to take up the crate proposi¬ 
tion seriously. 


United States Apple Crop, 
Statistical returns show that the 
United States annually grows 178,- 
000,000 bushels of apples from 
200,000,000 apple trees, Of this 
apple production We report annually 
about 3,000,000 bushels. 

We have reports of great yields 
in this State, Reports state the 
yield In some fields at 36 to 46 bush¬ 
els per acre, and in a small field 60 
bushels. The average promises to 
grow much above the usual one, and 
Will compensate considerably fbr 
the small acreage In Indiana. 


Good Crop for Poultry, 

On the farm where clover or al¬ 
falfa hay is fed to the stock, chick¬ 
ens, if given access to the barn, can 
supply themselves from what is 
wasted in the stalls, Ift one way or 
another, to secure the best results 
not only in number but In quality of 
eggs, either green forage or some 
sort of t elorer bay most be anppllea.

ARTIFICIAL LIFE. 


Results of ReruarfcrfMe Experiments- 
by Prof. Loeb. 

To create life and control Its: 
form at will is, confessedly, the ul¬ 
timate objective of a school of physi¬ 
ologists of which Prof. Jacques 
Loeb, M.D., of the University ofT 
California, is conceded to be its 
most advanced, profound and confi¬ 
dent apostle. 

The conclusions of Dr. Loeb, after 
patient and continued investigations,, 
are incorporated in his latest work, 
entitled “Studies in General Physi¬ 
ology.” In taking up the problems, 
of regeneration the idea of controll¬ 
ing these phenomena was the start¬ 
ing point, the first aim being to find 
means by which one organ could, at. 
will, be caused to grow in “place of 
another organ. As far as the prob¬ 
lem of fertilization’is concerned, the 
first step toward its solution con¬ 
sists in an attempt to produce la-vae- 
artificially from unfertilized eggs in. 
various classes of animals, 

After painstakingly exact and 
iong continued experimentation. 
Prof. Loeb has succeeded in fertiliz¬ 
ing and subsequently in developing: 
eggs of the sea urchin by employing: 
artificial means alone. In the ear¬ 
lier experiments of Dr. Loeb artifi¬ 
cial solution were uSed instead of 
sea water. It has been found that 
the results were the same when sea, 
water was used. 

.The most rigid precautions were 
taken to prevent fertilization by ac¬ 
tive cells of the same species. To- 
destroy all germs effectually the sea 
water used was raised to a tempera¬ 
ture of 140 degrees. All tools-., 
dishes, appliances, and the animals 
tnemselves which furnished the 
eggs, were cleansed in running fresh, 
water. All other precautions were 
taken against the possibility of de¬ 
veloping eggs without fertilization.. 

Chemical substances in skilful 1 
hands can be made to produce ef¬ 
fects upon eggs which imitate, in all 
essentia] respects, the results of nor¬ 
mal fertilization. Large numbers of 
mrvae of sea urchins, normal and 
healthy, may now be produced from, 
(he egg by purely chemical and. 
physical means. 

In this the scientist is able to imi¬ 
tate natural fertilization completely, 
and the fact that a large proportion, 
of larvae thus raised seems to have-

Eating Milk. 

The proper eating of milk is little 
Understood. Thousands of people 
drink a glass of milk without remov¬ 
ing the receptacle from their lips. No 
sooner does this mass of milk reach 
the stomach than the gastric jum.-s 
curdle it and form masses of hard, 
tough and impenetrable curd. If the 
digestion is sufficiently vigorous it 
may be taken care of, but few have 
such a digestion. If the milk were 
taken slowly, at the same time a piece 
of bread being eaten, it would be fine¬ 
ly divided, the curd would be broken 
up and the processes of digestion 
would proceed readily. Hence it be¬ 
comes an evident rule that milk should 
never be drunk rapidly in any con¬ 
siderable quantity. It should be slow¬ 
ly sipped or taken with a spoon, or in 
connection with bread or some dry 
cereal. 


To Polish Linoleum 
Beeswax and turpentine polish for 
linoleum is hard to beat as far as its 
appearance is concerned, but it has 
one defect. It oauses slipperiness, 
which may b* very dangerous to 
children and old people. A polish 
which has no such objection is made 
of equal parts of linseed oil and vine¬ 
gar. Apply a little to a flannel cloth, 
rub it well on the linoleum and polish 
with a clean, dry cloth.
